If one can judge of the temper of tho 


democratic senators, the indications aro 
that J. C. Matthewu, of Albany, Now 
York, will receive their opposition wbon 
nis conQrmation comes up in the senate. 
President Cleveland nominated him to 
succeed Frederick Douglass as recorder 
of deods for tho District of Columbia, a 
position worth $-1,000 a year. Matthews 
ia a colored man—uot very dark however 


—and is a lawyer and a bright scholar 
Ho was a republican up to 1S72, but went 
off after that strange political cbaracte^ 
Horace Greeley, when hf> ran for "the 
presidency in. that year, 


The nomination of 
Mr. Matthews 


caused a good deal of complaint among 
the spoil democrats. They were opposed 
to the nomination from the first, chiefly 
because he w»s a colored man. 
When 


the nomination was referred to tbo a&n- 
ato District committee, it did not take 
the democrats on tbe committee long to 
manifest thoir disgust at the nomination, 
for, with a single exception all of them 
voted adversely on the nomination. Thn 
republicans, Itiealls, Pike and Palm or, 
voted 
to report 
favorably, but that 


made a tie voto, which authorizes the 
committee to report advoraely thereon. 
The democratic dislike of the colored 
race is clearly shown in this case. Tbey 
don't believe in white democrats going 
hnnf ry for office, wbila good positions 
are being given to colored men. 
So that 


if Mr. Matthews is confirmed at all, it 
will be done by republican votes. If 
tbe president can show good cause why 
Mr, Douglas was asked to resign, tbe 
republican senators should vote for the 
confirmation of Mr. Matthews. 


To show to what class of men the 


bourbon democratic heart goes oul, it is 
not harsh toward the leaders ot the party 
in Washington, to give a little instance.

armorios cluriug too prevalouco of tho riot- 
ous feeling.

at tho shops fifty reserve police wero upon

Tho point of danger Wednesday was im-

In 
a moment tbure were 3,000 shouting and 
howling men moving woit on tho tracks In 
the direction of tho shops. They displayed 
no weapons and carried no missiles

was the opportune tim<* for such an attack. 
Thoro were buffewguarda at tho shopi and 
the loaders of the crowd know it, and had 
the nerve to take advantage of it 
Tho on- 


ward move was kept up until within 15U 
feet o£ tho buildings -when 
tho crowd 


wavered, and the loaders went forward 
alono. 
They misled tho others and stopped 


to ro-onthu.se thorn, 
"Como on, boys," they 


shouted: "comoou; dou'ttftop; keep right 
on in:o tbe shops," 


Tho ottlcers profit wero powerless, and 


clubs and stones began to fly around thorn 
whon they mud« any resistance. But the 
crowd was not wrought up to tbo proper 
pitch and would not follow. 
This gave time 


to bring up a largo rosorvo ot officers and 
tho crowd was dispersed. 


Tho strikers aro 
not discouraged by 


Wednesday's developments. Thy tight has 
now become ono of force, however, and a 
alight matter may causa a scone of turbu- 
lence unequalled in tbo city.

younger ones, but others are -ent and 
wrinkled, and should never go on a range. 
It would kill thoru to leave-the camp, 
though, and many of these old-timers wil 
die in the saddle. I know boys not yet 15, 
who are as expert in rumiinp; a stear on a 
round-up, or ia manipulating a bunch of 
stampeded cattle, asaayilexica.. chateyor 
threw a lasso. The Mexican cowboy, you. 
know, is generally regarded as the master 
of the horflo and lasso, and it is the custom 
for people to say, 'He is assmart with tho 
rope as a iloxican.' 


Taking it all in all, I think the white 


cowboy is superior to the Mexican. The 
white man is cool, patient, and ot better 
Judgment. If a Mexican runs a steer for 
any length of time he sots wild, and sobu 
uses up his horse. Ho is apt to injure tho 
cattle in his hot mood. Besidus that, the 
Mexican Is superstitious, and when his re- 
ligious fears come upon him the cattle .iu 
his charge are a secondary consideration. 
I have known a herd of 8,000 cattle iu 
charge of Mexicans co be stampeded in a 
thunderstorm because the Mexicans wero 
afraid ot the thunder and lightning, and 
threw thomsolves Irom their horses, 
stripped themselves and lashed their naked 
bodies with cactus as a penance for som« 
sin, while the herd rushed wildly away in. 
all directions, and hundreds were lost. It is 
not an uncommon thing for Mexican cow- 
boys to stop on the trail to punish them- 
selves for their sins. Frequently their 
wild cries cause a disastrous stampede of 
the cattle in their charge. I have seen 
these Mexicans walk barefooted for rods 
ovorpatches of prickly cact-us, while, a 
companion followed them and lashed their 
naked backs with thesame thorny plant.— 
Now York Sun Interview.
